MANUFACTURERS of heating furnaces are at present 
in a condition of apprehension and unrest, for the rea- 
son that markets for everything used in 
Cost and Price furnace making have undergone repeat- 
~ —e ed stiff advances in prices, until an ag- 
urnaces. 
gregate has been reached that affects the 
cost of furnaces at the factory to an extent that profits 
thereon are seriously reduced. The future of the pig 
iron, sheet steel, galvanized iron, and material mar- 
kets show, nothing but still further advances. Mean- 
while as profits vanish nothing is being done in the 
directior of readjusting prices at the factory to pro- 
tect the profit that is the furnace maker’s right in his 
business affairs. It is argued in some instances that 
the methods of architects, contractors*and builders, 
through their established systems of advance bidding, 
which involves furnaces along with other things, will 
be seriously disturbed by an early increase in prices. 
What if they are? Nails, lumber, roofing, plumbing 
materials, brick, stone, labor and all else that enters 
into their calculations have advanced sharply in price. 
Why, then, should furnaces be exempt? 

With a view to testing the sentiment of the fur- 
nace industry of the entire country, as it relates to a 
prospective general advance in the price of furnaces 
at the factory, THE AMERICAN ARTISAN is at the pres- 
ent time engaged in a correspondence with all repre- 
sentative furnace makers in the country. A variety of 
questions relating to furnace trade conditions were in- 
cluded in the outgoing letters. Among them were 


those relating to the necessity under existing cost con- 
ditions of an advance in prices of furnaces and the de- 
sirable time for making such an advance. 
are coming in. 


Replies 
Already a large number are at hand. 
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Among them but a single one rejects the proposition 
to advance prices and for peculiar reasons that apply 
in this case the attitude is not altogether inconsistent. 
All of tne rest concede the positive necessity of an ad- 


vance in prices and suggest immediate action. The 
letters already received cover a wide range of territory 
and include many of the largest and staunchest fur- 
nace concerns in America, and an excellent representa- 
tive proportion of the average are the more or less 
obscure establishments. Several of the responses con- 
vey the information that the writers have already ad- 
vanced prices independently. If there is no profit left 
in the business; or if the profits are reduced to a 
wretched condition of inadequacy, the business is not 
worth the doing. The country is prosperous, amazing- 
ly so. Everything is increasing in price and buyers 
expect and are prepared to pay increased prices. The 
added cost of furnaces has come up in a manner that 
permits no favors; it affects profit margins of the big 
and the little manufacturer indiscriminately, except 
that in the cases of a few who have been content with 
reduced margins of profit on sales: upon these the 
blow falls most heavily, and as these are the thorns in 
the side of the average manufacturer a fear that they 
may not be brought into line in an advanced price 
movement is, under the circumstances, quite without 
reasoning. Furnace making profits have been for a 
long time much too low and a lack of concerted action 
is all that has held them to an unsatisfactory level. 
There is an opportunity to adjust all this and possibly 
a better opportunity than will again occur in many 
years. Why not grasp the opportunity by intelligent 
and vigorous immediate action? 








THERE are exhibited in the window of a Lake street 
store in Chicago three locks that in a comparative way 
are of much interest as illustrating the 

An Evolution character, refinement and cost of locks 
Need for like purposes and the seeming re- 
quirements of the periods of their re- 

spective makings. One of them is a sixteenth cen- 
tury lock taken from Heeswick castle in North Hol- 
land. Considered in a comparative way with modern 
locks for like purposes and of equal protective and 
resisting capacity the sixteenth century lock presents 
quite interesting features. It is a huge wrought iron 
affair. It is 15 inches long, 10 inches wide, and about 
2% inches thick. It is entirely hand and hammer 
forged, and some ornamental scroll work upon its inner 
exterior is exceedingly delicate and artistic in design 
and workmanship. The locking arrangement is in 
two immense sliding squared bolts, oné, the smaller, 
being equipped with a high projecting round wrought 
knob by which its forward and backward movement 
are governed. The larger bolt is operated by a pon- 
derous key. There are no springs contained in the 
lock, and the key, nicely and very smoothly forged by 
hand and having an oval eye of three inches extreme 
measurement, is about a foot long and weighs 1%4 
pounds. Several bolt holes of 34-inch diameter indi- 
cate that huge iron bolts affixed the lock to the castle 
door. The finishing of the lock, key and catch is 
wonderfully smooth and perfect. The joints are so 
perfect as to be almost undiscoverable, and the fitting 
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of the apertures that surround the bolts is surprisingly 
exact and true. Evidently it was all hammered out by 
a wonderful workman. The lock weighs 16 pounds, 
and in connection a statement is exhibited to the effect 
that it represented three weeks work by a very skillful 
workman. 

A modern door beside it provides all the security 
and would meet all of its requirements is of solid brass. 
It is perhaps 5x3x2%% inches in size. It operates by 
the door knob within which is set a tiny lock of about 
an inch in diameter by two inches long, and the key 
that operates the locking arrangement weighs but a 
slight fraction of an ounce. Indeed the lock is so very 
tiny in its parts that its counterpart cut in two to ex- 
pose its mechanism is necessarily placed under a large 
powerful lens in order to allow window gazers to dis- 
tinguish the minute features of the mechanism. The 
progress of lock making and the advancement in 
methods of construction and operation as locking de- 
vices are traced back to their earliest stages is indeed 
an interesting study, and, together with the develop- 
ment of what is now considered the perfect lock, the 
item of comparative costs between the clumsy- hand 
made affairs of the past and the finely finished auto- 
matic machined ones is quite as interesting. 








THERE are upwards of four hundred makers of 
heating furnaces and other equivalent apparatus in the 
United States, and to an extent each one

Furnace ters of general policy, prices, costs, 


Interests. prices in relation to costs, labor menaces, 
factory methods, selling methods, statistics and all 
else that concerns the making and marketing of the 
goods they depend upon, each is necessarily his own 
adviser and counsellor. Dating back through a long 
course of years nearly all industries have learned the 
expediency and positive necessity of organization, to 
the end of protection and of betterment of general and 
specific trade conditions that were possible in no way 
other than through closer touch and better under- 
standings individually and collectively between fellows 
of the same craft. As a result nearly all classes of 
makers and traders are now closely knit together in 
their own special harmonious trade associations, and 
the vast individual and general good that has resulted 
to participants has been such as could in no manner 
now be foregone. Instances are to be found in the 
very prosperous and satisfactory affairs of the Na- 
tional Association of Stove Manufacturers, whose 
operations have extended over a period of more than 
a quarter of a century, and also in the two now 
closely related associations, the American Hardware 
Manufacturers’ Association and the National Hard- 
ware Association, whose conventions occurred coinci- 
dently in Atlantic City ‘during the current week. In 
their initial stages, the aims and methods of these 
two bodies were regarded as more or less antagonistic 
for the reason that the one was wholly devoted to the 
interests of hardware manufacturers and the other 
wholly to hardware jobbers’ affairs, but a closer touch 
revealed the fact that to an extent a common interest 
existed, so it was arranged that at least one joint ses- 
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sion should be held annually, and the result has proved 
gratifying and profitable to all interests concerned. 

As a rule no obligatory conditions attach in these 
trade associations. Individual action is voluntary, and 
their meetings partake of the nature of informal gath- 
erings designed for the purposes of comparing notes 
and the centering of scattered interest in common 
causes. 

Individual consideration of the advantages that are 
to accrue through concert of action in organization 
do not always—in fact, seldom—contemplate the scope 
of such undertaking. The one mind never weighs and 
measures affairs by the rule of another, and in matters 
of so close and personal concern as are one’s business 
affairs, there is naturally in its detached form more 
or less distrust and jealousy of others similarly occu- 
pied in the affairs of business life. Indeed in the initial 
efforts of all trade organizations these elements have 
been markedly prevalent, so intensely prevalent, in- 
deed, that many of the most successful trade organiza- 
tions have thereby been seriously retarded in numer- 
ical growth, and to a still greater extent in crystallized 
co-operation to the ends in view. 

Successful issue along these lines naturally involves 
forbearance, some self effacement, an elimination of 
distrust and jealousies, and a breaking up of indi- 
vidual reserve. But this invariably follows direct in- 
tercourse and the better acquaintance and understand- 
ing engendered by affiliation. It is assumed—and 
practice has demonstrated the accuracy of the assump- 
tion, that individuals desire to more fully equip them- 
selves with all the information available touching upon 
their chosen calling, and it is a reasonable conclusion 
supported by actual practice, that one interested in a 
trade movement is prepared to contribute from his 
personal experience and deductions for a like com- 
modity from all others similarly interested, the vast 
aggregate compensation being out of all proportion to 
the individual donation. This has been the experience 
in all established trade associations, and a resulting 
individual benefit has always grown out of it. No one 
in any business knows it all, and the experience and 
thought of the humblest one has not infrequently en- 
tirely revolutionized trade methods and propositions. 
No one is so strong as to stand alone forever, and no 
énes affairs are so insignificant as to be beyond a bet- 
terment that may come through conference. 

The condition of a vast heating furnace industry has 
been, up to this time, one of isolated and detached 
interest. It has been a free-for-all, go-as-you-please, 
paddle-your-own-canoe affair. No understanding ex- 
ists between its individual representatives. Each one 
stands and fights and conquers and lives or is van- 
quished and dies alone. It is a pity it should be so, 
particularly as the opportunities for unification of all 
interests are far less involved in complexities than are 
those of most industries that enjoy the fruits of suc- 
cessful trade organization. Many furnace manufac- 
turers are members of the National Association of 
Stove Manufacturers and enjoy the advantages that 
come therefrom. Others have interests that unite them 
with the National Association of Sheet Metal Work- 
ers, and these likewise are benefited by association and 
interchange of thought. So the items of scope possi- 
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bilities and advantages to be derived through a fur- 
nace manufacturers’ association are in a measure quite 
well understood. It certainly would seem that one 
good, fair, honest effort would result in a speedy cen- 
tralization and unification of interests that would be 
both creditable and profitable to the entire furnace 
industry of America. 

That there is a real need for a trade association of 
furnace manufacturers no one will question. There 
is nothing within the range of possibilities in such a 
move that can involve expense beyond a possible per 
capita membership fee and that naturally would be but 
a trifle, as compared with the profits, educational ad- 
vantages and general benefit that would accrue to all. 

Let somebody step out and make the initial move 
for the establishment of an association of American 
heating furnace manufacturers and he will find plenty 
of supporters. THE AMERICAN ARTISAN stands ready 
with its influence to assist in the direction of any 
honest and proper movement that will be made to this 
end.

The American Hardware Manufacturers’ Association 
went into executive session on Wednesday, Oct. 17, at At- 
lantic City, N. J. The meeting was called to order by Presi- 
dent Kretsinger at 2:30 p. m. 

The president delivered his annual address: 


PRESIDENT KRETSINGER’S ADDRESS. 





Members of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association—Gentlemen: It is with delight that I again 
greet you. I am pleased to be with you again and to see 
so many present. 

First, let me again, and now while face to tace with

you, express the extreme regret which I felt because of 
the enforced absence from your June convention. Had I 
even tontemplated an absence from the country at the time 
of our meeting last November, nearly a year ago, I cer- 
tainly would have declined the honor which you kindly 
paid me, or in any event would have given due notice of my 
intended journey. 

I have read with especial interest the report of the 
proceedings of the June convention and have noted with 
pleasure the acts of the association in the matter: of ad- 
dresses of our members, which were interesting and in- 
structive; and in the resolutions adopted, which were timely 
and proper. That the subject of conduct of contracting 
parties was for the second time (first four years ago) pre- 
sented to us by a very able and interesting address on 
“Integrity of Contracts,” indicates plainly that it is a 
subject often brought the attention of many of* our 


to 








members, and it suggests a thought that possibly others 
outside of this body, merchants as well as manufacturers, 
buyers as well as sellers, who are honestly disposed, are 
equally interested in having clearly defined contracts and 
agreements conscientiously respected. 

There is another subject that is of more than ordinary 
interest to the average, and particularly to the long dis- 
tance shipper and receiver, and that is the classification of 
freight by transportation companies, In way are we 
groping in the dark in managing our respective institutions 
as in the freight departmet, for, except in very large con- 
cerns, whose tonnage is so great as to be urgently sought for 
by even trunk lines, and whose business justifies the main- 
tenance of a freight department with an expert manager. 
I venture to say that few shippers or receivers have even

a faint knowledge of advantageous classification of articles 
and actual through rates on shipments to distant points. 
What with the Official, Southern, Western, and many other 
established classifications, covering uncertain geographical 
territory, wherein articles are classed under many headings, 
even in each book, and often in an obscure way for the 
use of experts and favored shippers only, it is almost a 
mental impossibility to determine what are correct and 
fair through rates on shipments going over several roads. 
It is only when business is lax and competition keen among 
carriers (and this is a rare condition) that we come to our 
rights in the matter of rates through favorable and. proper 
interpretation of classification of our products. No one of 
us, I venture to assert, begrudges remunerative freight rates 
nor fairly earned dividends to investors in transportation 
stocks, but the multiplicity of classification forms, main- 
tained so persistently, is a relic of the past, and is appar- 
ently for the purpose of blinding the eyes of payers of 
freight. 
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We may not be able to agree that it is possible or even 
desirable for the government to determine all freight rates, 
for in so doing, the shippers’ condition might be worse than 
it now is, besides even railroad owners have some rights; 
nor may we come to one mind and agree that the govern- 
ment should exact from transportation companies © actual 
delivery dates of all freight accepted by them, irrespective 
of kind or quantity of articles in each shipment,, distance 
and grades over which they are hauled and many other 
conditions, which might be important factors in fixing periods 
alike just to shipper and carrier; but in the matter of classi- 
fication of articles of freight, I am unable to understand, 
and no one has ever given me light to see, why iron, 
leather, lumber, etc., in whatsoever stage of manufacture, 
are not the same whether carried in cars in Massachusetts 
or Louisiana, in Minnesota or Georgia or anywhere else or 
in any direction. 

With one uniform classification of articles in use by all 
lines over the country, irrespective of freight rates—which 
must of necessity differ because of length of lines, grades, 


tonnage and mary other reasons affecting each particular - 


railroad company—shippers and receivers could determine

with some degree of intelligence and certainty the cost of 
sales and purchases at destination. 

At some time in the near future I hope that this asso- 
ciation will seriously consider and express itself on this 
subject, and that we can have the earnest support of ,other 
similar organizations of manufacturers and jobbers to the 
end that at no distant day some satisfactory results may 
come of it. 

CATALOGUES. 

The evil, that of being invited and in many instances 
very urgently importuned to pay for cost of catalogues 
issued by jobbers, has undoubtedly diminished since we took 
action by resolution on this subject four years ago, although 
there may be isolated cases now where some of you may 
still be pressed to hand out your substance in fear of losing 
a customer. This subject has recently been presented to 
us by one association in a new form called “loose leaf cata- 
logues,” but happily for all concerned it is accompanied 
with a positive and official declaration that the manufac- 
turers are not to be taxed, are not to be required or even 
requested to supply gratis either money or catalogue leaves. 
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This independent position taken by our friends is com- 
mendable and most gratifying, for both they and we are 
relieved of much embarrassment, and what at times has

The Twelfth Annual Convention of the National Hard- 
ware Association was held at Atlantic City, New Jersey, cov- 
ering the dates of October 17-18-19, the opening session oc- 
curring on the morning of Wednesday, October 17th. 


JOINT SESSION. 
MORNING SESSION, WEDNESDAY, OCT. 17. 1906. 

The opening meeting of the association was called to 
order in the corridors of the Marlborough-Blenheim Hotel 
at 11 a. m. by the president, W. S. Wright. 

One of the largest gatherings in the history of the 
association, including ladies, manufacturers, jobbers and oth- 


ers, assembled at the opening session. . 
In calling the meeting to order President Wright said:

“Gentlemen of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, the National Hardware Association, ladies, gentlemen 
and friends: It is, I assure you, a great pleasure to wel- 
come you to a meeting of this kind. The very pleasant 
experiences of the past, the many pleasant recollections that 
we entertain of our previous gatherings, the many pleasant 
friendships and acquaintances that have been formed, are 
very gratifying and very pleasant to us, and it is, I assure 
you a privilege to be able to renew old acquaintances and 
friendships and form new ones and to greet you under 
such favorable auspices as exist at the present time. I sin- 
cerely hope that we shall all of us feel that we have been 
benfited by our stay; that our deliberations and our work 
will result in the advantage of all concerned and that we 
shall go to our homes feeling that we have had a most 
enjoyable time and anxious for the next meeting of our 
two associations. 

The programme was opened with the singing of the na- 
tional hymn, “God Bless Our Native Land,” lead by Homer 
Weed. 

Rey. John R. Davies, D. D., pastor of the Bethlehem 


Presbyterian Church, Philadelphia, then declared the follow- 
ing invocation :

We feel that way towards this delegation be- 
cause it represents the United States, and it represents 
one of the greatest and noblest works of men, and we 
always look forward with a great deal of pleasure to see- 
ing your faces here with us and note during the season 
following your meetings that you come back to Atlantie? 
City. and see the place in which you hold your conventiony 
but this is not one of the most pleasant of those Pa 
assure you, because old Neptune has charge on the outside 
of the boardwalk, but I give to you to-day all of the walk 
and actually that much of the city into your hands this 
side of the boardwalk. 

Mr. President, I thank you for the pleasure of being 
here; for this cordial invitation to be with this delegation. 
Let me say to you that we hope that you will again favor 
us in selecting this place in the future. We will always 
extend to you the hand of welcome and I assure you that 
we will always find you a place to sleep. 

Now I want to have it understood that those who. are 
here without their lady friends that protection will be 


afforded you. If you stray away from the crowd on this 
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long boardwalk, the department of public safety knows very 
well of your presence here and they will acknowledge your 
badge of authority—that you are a member of this_institu- 
tion and will treat you accordingly—I assure you kindly. I 
have made all arrangements for that prior to coming to 
this meeting, and I am sure therefore that I will not be 
required to be called out of my sleepy couch late at night. 

I thank you. 

President Wright announced that the next thing on the 
programme was roll call. 

On motion the call was dispensed with, 

Mr. Supplee of Philadelphia at this juncture came for- 
ward and presented the president with a gavel, which Mr. 
Supplee stated was a compliment from the friends of Mr. 
Wright in the National Hardware Association. 

President Wright: 

Mr. Supplee, ladies. and gentlemen, I want to assure 
you that I appreciate this token of your esteem very. highly. 
I shall always treasure it as a recollection of this very 
pleasant occasion and of the many friends ard acquaintances 
that have been formed, and I hope it may always be used 
to the credit of the owner and for the, advantage of benefit 
of the gentlemen who represent these associations in making 
the presentation.

President Wright then read his annual address, which 
was as follows: 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


The twelfth annual meeting of this association brings us 
together tnder circumstances that should make us. grateful

to the Giver of all good and to a capable and wise admin- 
istration that we live in so favored a land. From the shores 
of the Atlantic, on which we are gathered, to the Pacific, and 
from the gulf to the northern boundary of our territory 
peace and prosperity are well nigh universal. The generous 
returns of the soil and the high prices that are secured 
have given every man who desires to work steady and 
profitable employment. The distributors have certainly had 
most favorable opportunities for the employment of their 
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energies and capital, and as for the manufacturers, those 
of you who placed your orders from three to twelve months 
ago and are still pleading for shipment are as well aware of 
their-trials and sufferings as |-am and perhaps better quali- 
fied to make due allowance for their unfortunate condition. 

We are glad to have with us as our honored guests and 
friends the president, vice president and secretary-treasurer of 
the Canadian association and we wish them the largest meas- 
ure of success-in their ‘association work. 

Since we last met Congress has, at the suggestion of that 
greatest of all statesmen, Theodore Roosevelt, enacted a law 
governing transportation to secure equal rights and privileges 
to all shippers and our hope is that this law may be so 
wisely construed and administered as to meet the - fullest 
expectation of its originator. The delays in transportation 
are a source of serious inconvenience and loss that are as 
expensive as they are unnecessary and I recommend for your 
careful consideration the matter of a reciprocal demurrage 
proposition that will penalize the transportation companies for 
undue delay in deliveries‘on the same basis that we are held 
responsible for delay in releasing their cars. 

Our relations with the National Retail Hardware Asso- 
ciation have been most cordial, and in the great work they 
have undertaken, and’ on which they have made most grati- 
fying and commendable progress, we have been of some 
assistance to them; and they have given us material and valu- 
able assistance in broadening the scope of our work and push- 
ing it forward, for which we are grateful and hope that the 
pleasant relations now existing may continue and increase to 
the advantage of both associations and their members, as well 
as the trade at large, and we are pleased to be able to wel- 
come the president and secretary of the organization, whose 
counsel and good-will we greatly esteem. 

Our relations: with the manufacturers have closely fol- 
lowed the constitution of the association, which says:

“The purpose of this association shall be the promotion 
of more cordial and pleasant business relations with each 
other and with the manufacturers.” 

And in our dealing with our manufacturing friends we 
have been met with a broad, generous and fair spirit that 
has been pleasant and advantageous to both. We must not 
overlook the fact that these questions have two sides. The 
manufacturer, like the jobber, has grave and difficult prob- 
lems to solve, and that many of the questions, like legisla- 
tion, must in the very nature of things result in a com- 
promise is self evident, but if the question at issue is fairly 
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met with a disposition on both sides to be considerate of 
the other’s interest, as well as conservative of his own, the 
result is a broader view of the situation on both sides and 
an appreciation of the difficulties of the other that was not 
recognized before. But it must not be overlooked that the 
manufacturer who fails to consider the interest of the dis- 
tributor and protect it will in time find himself in the posi- 
tion of the man referred to in the good book who built his 
house upon the sand. 

Our committees have during. the year most diligently 
and faithfuly supported the officers of the association and I

want to thank them for their courtesy and consideration. It 
would undoubtedly be for the interest of the association if 
more of our work could be done through committees, but 
when you consider that the members are busy men and have 
all more detail work to attend than their time will permit, 
it is unfair to make this work a burden. 

The catalogue house question has been most ably handled 
by the joint committee. While I regret to say there has 
been some criticism and not all outside our membership, this 
editorial from the Iron Age should be echoed by each mem- 
ber of this association: 

“In this connection it is apropos to refer to the latest 
catalogue of one of the largest mail order houses, which 
is a fitting tribute to the faithful and untiring efforts of the 
Joint Catalogue House Committee. The absence of many 
hardware manufacturers that appeared in previous issues pro- 
claims the successful work of this body, which has been pur- 
sued in a manner that merits the approbation of all affiliated 
with the hardware trade.” 

I believé this committee and their work should have more 
active, earnest, aggressive support from each member of this 
association. It is a serious question from the broad stand- 
point of the material welfare of the nation. Its continued 
growth means the wiping out of rural communities, and not 
only the retail dealer, but the banker, editor, mechanic and 
professional man are likewise affected. With these go the 
chtirches and schools that are the centers of social life’ The 
best brain power and the staying qualities that are essential 
to its fullest success come from the rural districts, and any- 
thing that tends to decrease this supply is a national mis- 
fortune. There is also a moral side to the question which 
is Often overlooked. Some of our members took the posi- 
tion twenty years ago that I wish we might all follow: “We 
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cannot furnish goods to catalogue houses, for we sell our 
goods to retail dealers, on whom we depend to distribute 
them, and this implies on our part an obligation to protect 
them. To sell the same goods to another party, whose ob- 
ject and purpose would be to demoralize and destroy the 
trade of the other, would in our opinion be as unfair and 
unjust as to go direct to the dealer’s customer, and we will 
not do either.” History repeats itself. Our position in this 
matter is founded on fairness and justice, which in time will 
prevail. Twenty years ago the jobbers of a certain western 
city were the strongest support of the catalogue houses. To-

day they are as actively opposed to the system as your cata- 
logue house committee. 

The matter of 1 cent letter postage and the parcels post 
are matters of vital interst to us that will come before you 
in detail, and I hope will have your close attention and earnest 
support. 

Our members and friends in San Francisco have met 
with disaster greater than we-at a distance can realize. To 
them in their misfortune our sincere sympathy is extended 
and we congratulate them on their rapid recovery and hope 
that, like their beautiful city, they may rise from the ruins 
stronger, better equipped and more prosperous than ever. + 

The association work is something [ cannot refrain from 
calling your attention to. Twelve years is a long time in 
the life of an active business man, and he has forgotten 
many things that happened during that time that he should 
have remembered and he possibly has remembered a few 
things that he would gladly have forgotten. I had for- 
gotten it myself, but in cleaning out my desk a few weeks 
ago to move to a new office, I dug up a paper I had read 
fourteen years ago on trade conditions. After reading it I 
wanted more light and I dug up some old sales books and 
records and the balance sheets of ’91 and ’92. I can’t de- 
scribe this, words would fail, but I would give a good deal 
to impress on the mind of each member the mental im- 
pression that I received. It would make 200 loyal, earnest, 
active, aggressive members that would double the power and 
influence of the association and improve conditions to an 
extent that we do not dream is possible. The results that 
have been secured in the last twelve years can be doubled in 
the next five if each member will take hold and lift. Many 
of use do not realize to what an extent conditions have 
improved, and if we do fail to recognize fully the sources 
of this improvement. Do we realize fully the advantage of 
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the National Hardware Association? Realize that in the 
past some of the brightest minds in the hardware trade have 
labored unceasingly and earnestly to secure the benefits that 
we now enjoy, not with any selfish purpose, but with the ob- 
ject and desire to build up the association, and to benefit the 
trade at large? How can we honor them better than to 
emulate their generous and unselfish spirit and to follow the 
example they have set? 

This association is operated not for the benefit of any 
one man or set of men but for the greatest good to the 
whole. When any matter is in question involving the in- 
terests of the trade, your able secretary is there to protect 
your interests, and certainly the experience he has gained 
in his twelve years of service and his loyalty and deyotion 
to your interest is evidenced by the results secured. Some 
houses feel that they get more in proportion from what they 
pay the National Hardware Association than from any other 
one item in their expense account. Can we get more? I 
think we cam. We owe it to ourselves and the association 
to give it our loyal and earnest support in thought, word and 
act. We owe it to ourselves, our association and our asso- 
ciates to place our business with those whose policy in the 
conduct of their business is fair and considerate of our in- 
terests and the interests of those through whom: we dis- 
tribute-our goods. :

tion that we will find some way to evade doing it. When 
we all uphold and practice the association platform, “a high 
standard of business methods,” we shall prosper as an asso- 
ciation and as individuals to a greater extent than we have 
in the past and our influence and usefulness will grow broad- 
er and stronger with the passing years. 

The hand of Death has been laid heavily upon us dur- 
ing the year and we are called on to mourn the loss of 
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some who have passed from among us, but whose memories 
we can ever cherish and esteem. I will ask the members to 
rise while their names are read. 

On December 14, 1905, Mr. George Deming of the 
George Worthington Company, Cleveland, Ohio, was called 
to his eternal reward while spending a portion of the winter 
on Davies’ Island in North Carolina. 

Mr. Deming had been connected with the George Worth- 
ington Company upwards of sixty years. He was known as 
an honorable, upright: merchant, who feared God and dealt 
justly with his fellow men. 

Mr. Deming presided at the meeting which was called 
by the jobbers of Cleveland, which was really the initial 
meeting of the National Hardware Association. 

On April 11, 1906,-Mr. Robert Sickles, president of the 
Sickles-Nutting Company, New York, and of the Sickles, 
Preston & Nutting Company of Davenport, Iowa, departed 
this life after a somewhat lingering illness. 

Mr, Sickles had been identified with the wholesale hard- 
ware business for forty-three years. He was a courteous 
merchant and genial companion. He was always active in 
organizations connected with his church as well as with his 
business. 

On September 6, 1906, Mr. B. Fred. Tritch, secretary of 
the George Tritch Hardware Company, Denver, Colo., was 
removed from this scene of usefulness. 

Mr. Tritch was highly esteemed in the city of Denver 
and extremely active in all matters that related to its com- 
mercial interest. 

It is both a duty and a pleasure to thank the officers, the 
members of the Executive Committee and the Advisory Board 
for the careful and considerate attention that has been given 
to every detail of the association work during the year and 
often to the sacrifice of their own personal interests. Your 
secretary-treasurer has as always been devoted to his duties 
and to the interests he has so faithfully and ably represented, 
and if we can together in the future as in the past work 
shoulder to shoulder for the best interests of the association 
our own personal gain will well repay many times the efforts

that we make, and having due regard always in a broad spirit 
of fairness to the interests of the manufacturers and _ re- 
tailers, whose welfare and prosperity are inseparable from our 
own, 
Mr. Supplee: I desire to nominate Mr. J. H. Van New- 
kirk as journal secretary of this meeting. 

The motion was seconded and unanimously carried. 

Mr. Balderson: I would like to nominate Mr. S. H. 
Platt as railroad secretary of this meeting. 
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The motion was seconded and carried. 
President Wright: The next is the report of the secre- 
tary-treasurer, Mr. Fernley. 
Mr. Fernley made the following report: 


SECRETARY-TREASURER FERNLEY’S ANNUAL 
REPORT. 


Once more, and we hope not for the last time, it becomes 
our duty and pleasure to render an annual report. You will 
not expect me at this time of the year to review all the details

of the year. This is unnecessary because you have had three 
letters each during the year in which various matters were 
reported which were subject to investigation and adjustment 
in our office. . 

While not seeking members, yet during the year we have 
had quite a number of voluntary applications, some of which 
have been favorably passed upon. 

During the year we have visited about 60 per cent of the 
members of the organization and have attended quite a num- 
ber of association meetings. On all of these occasions we 
have been much gratified to learn that the work done by the 
National Hardware Association was fully appreciated by in- 
dividual members, and that the local and sectional associa- 
tions felt that our organization was helpful to them. 

We have also visited several state retail hardware associa- 
tion conventions and noted with much satisfaction the growth 
of this movement among our retail friends. Almost 10,000 
retail merchants are connected with state associations and 
through these with the National Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion. 

FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

Our report as treasurer will show that during the year, 
notwithstanding the fact that we have had some unusual ex- 
penses, our income has been equal to the same, so that the 
very comfortable balance we had on hand at the close of last 
year is still intact. 

ASSOCIATION POLICY. 

Some of the members of our association have thought 
that we were not quite aggressive enough in connection with 
matters which related to the proper protection of the jobbing 
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trade. The policy pursued by the wholesale and retail drug 
associations has very frequently been alluded to, and the 
suggestion made that we should follow the lines which they 
were pursuing. 

As you have already been advised, the United States 
Court has declared that the drug association has been too 
aggressive and that it has violated the Sherman anti-trust 
law. I have very carefully followed the litigation alluded to 
and am quite convinced that the conciliatory policy as out- 
lined by our executive committee several years ago is cer-

tainly a safer one to pursue than the aggressive one adopted 
b~ our friends in the drug business. 

We thoroughly believe that if our manufacturing friends 
will not respect a courteously phrased expression of our 
preference in connection with the sale of goods to catalogue 
houses or any other class of purchasers they will not respect 
our demands, and therefore this association makes no de- 
mands. If a manufacturer of any commodity we handle be- 
lieves it is just to furnish his goods either direct or indirect 
to any class of dealers who make a business of trade de- 
moralization, as an association we simply say to that manu- 
facturer that it is our preference that he should change his 
policy. 

Be it said to the credit of the vast majority of manufac- 
turers of hardware and kindred lines that they have taken the 
position that the legitimate retail and jobbing trade of the 
country is entitled to at least this degree of consideration, and 
that they have acted accordingly. 

There are a few manufacturers, most of whom do not 
make a high grade of goods, who are still permitting their 
prices to be demoralized. We believe that without any effort 
on the part of this association or any other organization these 
manufacturers will find that their goods will be supplanted by 
others in the estimation of the trade of the country. 

WHOLESALE AND RETAIL JOINT COMMITTEE. 

Our labors in connection with this branch of the work 
have been extremely pleasant and not so arduous as to break 
down our constitution. This joint committee has accomplisxed 
results which amply justify its existence. Your secretary- 
treasurer is also general secretary of this committee, and un- 
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hesitatingly states that a far better condition prevails than 
that which confronted the trade some two or three years ago. 
Our chairman has been active and earnest and has the confi- 
dence and esteem of all the members of the committee. 

THE METAL DEPARTMENT. 

This branch of our association is in a very healthy con- 
dition. Yesterday a meeting was held under the auspices of 
the metal branch of the leading jobbers throughout the coun- 
try of tin plate and metals, the invitation being éxtended to 
members and non-members of this association. This is a 
branch of business which requires special technical knowledge 
and the employment of a very large amount of capital in pro- 
portion to the business transacted. It is a brarich of the busi- 
ness where ‘the risk of depreciation in price is very large and 
therefore should pay a fair profit, and yet unfortunately condi- 
tions are such that the members of our association who deal 
in these commodities have indeed just reason to complain. 

HARDWARE FOR PREMIUM PURPOSES. 

The tendency of some mantfacturers to permit their high 
grade goods to be purchased by parties who desire to offer 
them as premiums for the salé of breakfast foods, tobacco, 
chewing gum and face powders is greatly to be depreciated. 
Our association at its last convention passéd a resolution in 
which attention was called to the fact that premium goods 
practically cost those who receive them nothing, and indeed 
they are sold to the parties who give them away at a less 
price than the jobber is forced to pay, thus not only de- 
moralizing trade prices, but, if the practice is continued, the 
sale of such goods for legitimate purposes must necessarily 
be reduced in the future. The manufacturers are not alone 
to blame, as some members of this association have unfortu- 
nately supplied some of these gift houses. 

ONE-CENT LETTER POSTAGE AND PARCELS POST. 
These subjects can be well connected, as they both vitally

affect the manufacturer, wholesaler and retailer of hardware. 
Every one in the community is more or less of a correspond- 
ent, and every time a two-cent stamp is placed on a letter 
one and one-quarter cents is paid to the government as a 
profit, inasmuch as it costs but three-quarters of a cent to 
collect, carry ‘and deliver a letter weighing one-half ounce. 
Second-class mail is carried at an enormous loss and fourth- 
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class, which as you know is merchandise, costs about the 
amount paid—namely, one cent an ounce. 

It is proposed by those who advocate a parcels post to 
change the rate to two and one-quarter cents per pound, or 
to be exact, 11 pounds for 25 cents. A parcels post in this 
country can only be conducted at an enormous loss to the 
government and will only be of advantage to the mail order 
houses. 

Our association became a member of the National Board 
of Trade early in the year, and it was your secretary-treas- 
urer’s pleasure to represent you at the annual meeting of that 
body. The National Board of Trade has for years gone on 
record as favoring a parcels post. We presented the other 
side of the question and succeeded in having a clause in- 
serted in its resolution on the question reading as follows: 
“We recommend a: parcels post, provided that the same can 
be conducted without any expense to the government.” 

SYNDICATE BUYING. 

At the convention of our association which was held in 
New Orleans in 1902, two of the prominent companies en- 
gaged in this line of business voluntarily offered to submit 
their list of clients to the secretary of this association and 
eliminate the mames of such parties as should in the judg- 
ment of that official be denied a place on the list of a syndi- 
cate buyer pretending to represent jobbing interests. The 
secretary-treasurer was directed to pursue this matter. Two 
other syndicate buyers afterward consented to do the same, 
and as a result a large number of parties who were not 
legitimate retailers or jobbers, but who did conduct business 
in a way which was demoralizing to the interests of both, 
were removed from the lists of the syndicate buyers alluded 
to. Subsequently applications for syndicate buying connec- 
tions were submitted to the secretary of the association, and 
up to a few months ago the understanding was honestly ad- 
hered to. 5 
Two of the four concerns who became parties to this

agreement were tempted to evade it. One, however, of the 
two has made amends, and is now operating in conformity 
with the New Orleans agreement. We regret to say, how- 
ever, that one of the four is still pursuing an independent 
course and has added names of some houses which had been 
dropped by the others. Through the influence of our mem- 
bers who are members of the syndicate alluded to we hope 
this syndicate buyer will also be induced to adhere to the 
agreement. 

It has been said by some critics that this association has 
recognized syndicate buying and is supporting it. This is a 
mistake. Our association has never taken any action which 
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would justify any one in stating that we either support or 
refuse to support syndicate buying. 
CASH DISCOUNT. 

Recently certain manufacturers have attempted to reduce 
the profits of both jobber and retailer by changing their terms 
from 60 days, with a discount of 2 per cent off for cash in 10 
days, to 60 days, and in some cases 30 days, with 1 per cent 
for cash within 10 days. This action recalls the position taken 
by certain very large and influential manufacturers on or 
about July 1, 1899, when an announcement of the withdrawal

of the cash discount by one of the most prominent combina- 

tions of manufacturers was followed by quite a number of 

smaller ones, and so numerous were these that it looked very 

much as if there was to be a complete revolution of the terms 

of selling hardware and kindred lines. 

This association through a very strong committee met 
the chief officers of the manufacturing corporation alluded 
to and used arguments which prevailed, so that in three 
months a discount of I per cent was conceded, and in five 
months the discount of 2 per cent for cash in 10 days was 
restored. At the convention of this association which was 
held in November, 1899, in Pittsburg, the entire subject was 
carefully discussed and given mature consideration. Investi- 
gations proved that it would be a great hardship to deprive 
the retail trade of the cash discount, as it in turn allowed it 
to its customers who paid within a specified time. At the con- 
vention alluded to the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted : 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of the National Hardware 
Association that the discount, 2 per cent for cash in 10 days, 
formerly given by the manufacturers of steel and iron goods 
be not construed as bank interest but as a premium for prompt 
payment and as an assurance or protection of credits, and, 
further, that such or similar discount be continued where 
still allowed and that we urge its restoration where it has 
been discontinued.” 

Our association took the position that the cash discount 
was not really interest on money, but a premium for antici- 
pating the due date of a bill. After the convention alluded to 
nearly all the manufacturers conceded the justice of our 
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claim, and it has only been within recent months that our 
manufacturing friends have agitated any change in the amount 
of the cash discount. 

We do not ask those from whom we purchase to reduce 
their selling price; we simply ask them to figure the cash 
discount in the cost of the goods, just as they do what they 
expend for raw material, labor, possible losses, freight, admin- 
istration expenses, good, nice salaries for themselves and 
other items too numerous to mention. 

We find no fault with our manufacturing friends for pur- 
suing this course; indeed, we rather commend it, but we do 
hold that it is unjust, unkind and ungenerous to attempt to 
force the trade of the’ country to buy goods without a dis- 
count or with 1 per*cent discount for cash in 10 days when 
both jobbers and retailers are compelled to a the cash dis- 
count on their sales of 2 per cent. 

Statements have been made by some that the jobbers 
abuse the privilege; that they take 12, 15 and sometimes more 
days, and still deduct the cash discount. Such instances are 


comparatively small in number, and even should a member 
of this association ask for a premium when he is not entitled 
to it by reason of the terms of his contract, it is the privi-

lege, if not the duty, of the manufacturer to return the set- 
tlement and insist on the payment of the face of the bill when 
it matures. This association asks no consideration for those 
who violate their contracts. We therefore hope that our 
manufacturing friends, without any exception, will recognize 
that the universal terms for selling hardware and kindred 
lines should be 2 per cent for cash in 10 days. 

Our executive committee, thinking that this matter was 
of great importance, on October 8 addressed a letter to over 
200 leading manufacturers, 180 or more of whom are mem- 
bers of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ Association. 
Up to date we have heard from 125 of these, and all but 15 
are opposed to making any change, so that we consider that 
any general movement to change the amount of the cash dis- 
count will not meet with success. 

President Wright: The next order on the programme 
will be the introduction of several prominent gentlemen 
whom we always have great pleasure in meeting and whom 
it is a pleasure to know. The first is our esteemed and 
honored president of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association, to whom we give all credit for everything we 
get and make no complaint on what we expect to get and 
fail. 

Mr. Kretisinger said: Mr. President, ladies and gentle- 
men: Until almost this moment I was not aware that any 
joint session of these organizations was to be held until 
Thursday; Just now I was informed by your programme of 
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these introductions and I am pleased to express my thanks in 
a very few words, 

Speaking for the poe *Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association, I can assure you that we are delighted to again 
meet with you and particularly. greet so many ladies, who 
honor us with their presence—to see so many familiar faces 
and to extend to you, one and all, a most cordial greeting. 
We have listened with interest to the addresses of your 
honorable president and to the report of your secretary- 
treasurer and we note with satisfaction the progress you 
have made and the good which you have accomplished. They 
show what concerted action by conservative minds can do. 
It is fitting that full credit should be paid to the gréatest 
hardware association of the world by the greatest association 
of hardware manufacturers, which I have the honor to repre- 
sent, 

President Wright: I will next introduce to you Mr. T. 
H. Newman, -president of the Canadian Wholesale Hard- 
ware Association, whom it is always a pleasure to meet,

Canada commercially as we are socially. 
Mr. Newman said: 


ADDRESS OF T. H. NEWMAN, 


Mr. President and gentlemen: On behalf of the Cana- 
dian Wholesale Hardware Association I desire to extend 
my sincere thanks for your very kind invitation to attend 
this, your twelfth annual convention. 

I had the pleasure of addressing a few remarks to you 
at the last convention in Washington, and also of an intro- 
duction to President Roosevelt, of whom I shall always re- 
tain the most pleasant recollections. He impressed me at 
the time as a man of high culture and great ability, well 
fitted to fill the position to which your great nation has 
called him. 

Our association in Canada has continued its work during 
the last year with considerable success. At the present 
moment Canada is enjoying a period of prosperity which is 
likely to continue for some time at least. The rapid settle- 
ment of our great northwest and development of our. railway 
systems are in a large measure accountable for our present 


prosperity. 





Might I presume to take up a few moments of your 
time, giving you_ some figures which will illustrate the 
growth of Canada’s foreign trade?- 

Total imports, $294,000,000; total exports, 256,000,000— 
or a grand total of foreign trade, $550,000,000. 

Imports from the United States into Canada, $180,000,- 
000; exports to the United States, $83,000,000. 

Imports from Great Britain, $70,000,000; exports to 
Great. Britain, $127,000,000. 

It is generally believed that Canada is the third largest 
customer. which the United States has. This is very easily 
accounted for. Our close proximity to your great country is 
one reason why we purchase so much, and another reason, 
perhaps more important one, is that the manufactures of 
the United States are suited to Canada’s requirements. 

I doubt very much if any nation in this world possess- 
ing a population of six and a half million can show a 
larger foreign’ trade than Canada; our internal trade is 
growing with leaps and bounds. Canada is booming rapidly, 
a manufacturing country, and goods formerly imported from 
other countries are being made at home. 

One more illustration of the growth of trade—namely: 
bank clearings. 

A few years ago the city of Mo‘real occupied thirteenth 
place of all the cities of this continent. To-day she ranks 
eighth, being exceeded by the following cities: NEW YORK, 
CHICAGO, BOSTON, PHILADELPHIA, ST. LOUIS, 
PITTSBURG, SAN FRANCISCO, then MONTREAL. 

I cannot close these few scattered remarks without 
referring to the very cordial relations existing between the 
United States and the British empire. Long may it. con- 
tinue, is the wish of we in Canada. 

I am one of those who believe earnestly that Providence 
has destined the United States and Great Britain, the great 
Anglo-Saxon nations, to christianize by trade and commerce 
the outlying portions of the world, insuring the peace of the 
world. 

Under the protection of the STARS AND STRIPES 
and UNION. JACK, these flags entwined together, the 
symbol of peace and liberty all over the world. ' 

President Wright next introduced Mr. N. A. Gladding, 
chairman of the Reception Committee of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association. 

Mr. Gladding announced that a reception would be. given 
by the. American Hardware Manufacturers’ Association in 
honor of the National Hardware Association in the evening 
at the hotel. 

President Wright: The next, we have with us Mr. 
James Hardy, secretary-treasurer of the Canadian Whole- 
sale Hardware Association. 

Mr. Hardy said: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen: 
It is a pleasure, I am sure, to again attend your convention 
and convey as I have to do officially for the Canadian 
Hardware Association their thanks for the cordial reception 
and the kindness the members have always exhibited on 
every occasion to visitors from our association. 

President Newman has dealt very fully with the figures 
as to what Canada is doing. I would like to get down just 
for a moment to what you may consider dollars and cents. 
You are all interested in dollars and cents, and I would like 
to point out that a great deal has been said about the United 
States being the natural market for Canadian farm products, 
yet per head of population Americaris bought only a little 
over 9 cents’ worth of Canadian farm products during the 
year 1904, while Canadians per head of population bought 
from the United States over three dollars and fifteen cents’ 
worth of the same kind of farm products. One Canadian 
consumed more United States farm products than thirty-four 
Americans did Canadian. Most every one interested in this 
matter will admit that the reason for this is that the United 
States has a high protective tariff, while Canada has a low 
one. Canadians bought from the United States in the fiscal 
year 1904 540 times as much bacon, thirteen times as much 
butter, five times as much cheese and over thirty times as 
many eggs as we sold to them, this notwithstanding the fact 
that they have a consuming market fifteen times as large as 
ours, 
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Gentlemen, I think that applies with equal force to hard- 
ware. Whilst we buy 540 times as much bacon, I think the 
proportion of hardware would be considerably higher than 
that. I think if you want to do more business with us you 
better come over and put a plant up there and become one 
of us. There is no-doubt you will reach an ample reward. 
We are progressing, as you are all aware, very fast. We 
hope to progress a little further and better in the future. 

With respect to the future meetings of this association, 
we would like to see you come to Canada. We think we can 
take care of you in Toronto, the finest city in the world. 
Most of you—a great number, at all events—have been there. 
We have been coming here for a number of years and 
receiving the greatest hospitality and kindness and we would 
like to have a chance to return the favor. Ladies and gentle- 
men, we would be glad to see you all in Canada and we 
know when we get you you will want to stay with us. 

President Wright: The next on the programme is Mr. 
F. D. Mitchell, secretary-treasurer of the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association, who is so well known to 
you all that I really feel he needs no introduction. We will 
be glad to hear from him. 


CONTINUATION OF JOINT SESSION WEDNESDAY MORNING, OCT. 17. 


Mr. Mitchell: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen, when 
I received an advanced copy of the program for this morning’s 
session and noticed that I was listed for an introduction to 
those whom I have met on so many occasions for the last half 
dozen years, I felt somewhat perturbed, for I assumed it 
would not be in order for me to prepare an address. I found 
a note from my friend, Mr. Fernley, which read something 
like this: “Dear Mitchell, do not feel alarmed; you are not 
expected to say anything.” And I have not quite figured out 
whether that was an invitation or a promise; but in any event 
I see a great many looking for the dining room and there is 
quite a long order of business to follow. 

I am very glad to have the opportunity of meeting and 
greeting all who are within sight and I hope that during the 
rest of the convention I will have the opportunity to meet 
each individual in a personal way. I thank you. 

President Wright: We have the pleasure of having with 
us Mr. Corey, the secretary-treasurer of the National Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association. 

Mr. Corey said: Ladies and gentlemen, Mr. Fernley as- 
sured me to-day that I would not be expected to say anything. 
I told him that I would give my time to my president, Mr. 
Bush. 

I assure you that it affords me a great deal of pleasure to 
be with you to-day. I enjoy these gatherings of manufac- 
turers and jobbers. I believe it is to the advantage of the 
retailer to get out and see some of the troubles that you are 
up against, while we thought we had a monopoly of them. 
I thank you very much for this opportunity and I hope to 
meet you all personally. 

President Wright: It will be a very great pleasure to 
hear from Mr. W. W. Webber, the secretary-treasurer of the 
Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association, whose well known 
reputation for hospitality we have experienced and enjoyed 
in the past. 

Mr. Webber, secretary Southern Hardware Jobbers’ As- 
sociation : 

MR. WEBBER’S ADDRESS. 

Mr, Chairman; It is with immeasurable pleasure I ap- 
pear before you on this floor to-day, representing the oldest 
hardware organization in the United States; the first to 
appreciate the necessity and benefits of organized effort. 
The organization of the national association was a clear 
endorsement of the usefulness and foresightedness of the 
Southern and the organization of the Amefican manufactur- 
ers was and is an endorsement of both the hardware asso- 
ciations. 

I have always taken ground against individual effort 
to reach universal ends, and have contended that where 
the benefit was to be divided the work should be, though I 
regret to say there are those who, while appreciating this 
fact, fail to prove their faith by their works. This is essen- 
tially an age of co-operation, a time when associated effort 
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is necessary in many. lines, and I predict long life for every 
otganized body conducted along practical and equitable lines. 

The coming together of manufacturers. and. jobbers as- 
sures an acquaintance not to be had otherwise, begets a 
personal confidence and an intimate knowledge of man that 
is not possible ander old conditions. Experience is the best 
school and teaches that when we know a man or firm our 
ability to place an estimate is augmented by our knowledge 
of surroundings and characteristics of the one with whom 
we are dealing, thus in many instances rendering transac- 
tions easy of accomplishment that otherwise would be diffi- 
cult if not impossible. 

There are many ’'of,whom arrogate to ourselves the sum 
total of all knowledge, who insist that the horizon of every 
man’s vision should come down just where ours does, and 
we have small patience with those who are inclined to 
think for themselves. Many are heard to insist that their 
city, county or state is the best known, which remnids me 
of thé speech of the lamented Baker of Benton county, 
Arkansas, who had just listened to a long harangue by some 
member from one of the river counties in Arkansas and 
who extolled the beauties of the broad expanse of acres, 
with the waving fields of corn, and then later showing the 
beautiful snow white cotton, with the old darkey of ante- 
bellum history, as astride his mule he wended his way 
homeward while he sang one of those quaint, touching old 
songs that only an old darkey knows how to sing: 


“Where the tall grasses nod at the close of the day, 
And the sycamiore’s shadow is slanting away; 

Where the whippoorwill chants from a far distant limb, 
Just as if the whole business was all made for him— 
Oh, it’s now that my thoughts, flying back on the wings 
Of the rail and the die-away song that he sings, 

Brings the tears to my eyes that drip off into rhyme, 
And I live once again in the old summer time.” 


When Baker arose and said he desired to say something 
concerning the beauties of Benton county, Ark., the home of 
Senator Berry and Representative Peel, the bailiwicks in 
which the festive negro and: the miasmatic mosquito had no 
abiding ‘place; in fact; a county where-the mountains are so 
high that one can stand on the top of the highest and tickle 
the bottoms of the feet of the little Democratic angels in 
heaven and where the gulches were so deep one could stand 
in the bottom of the deepest and hand a cup of water across 
to the Republican imps in hell. 

Now that goes to show that Baker was a man of limited 
vision and while ‘he lived in a beautiful part of God’s vine- 
yard he seemed to forget the beauties and attractions that 
abound in other places and nowhere more so than here at 
this resort, where each and all of us can for the nonce for- 
get the grind and turmoil of factory and store and mingle 
together in that spirit that will ultimately bring about “the 
parliament of men, the federation of the world.” 

In the long ago it was not the habit of men to thus get 
together for a season of business, garnished with pleasure, 
and my heart goes out to the man who is so hide bound and 
crusty that he can see no good in meetings of this kind. 
These gatherings are the oases in the Sahara of business 
life. _We leave them broader and better men, with a plentiful 
augmentation of our milk of human kindness and with more 
sympathy and toleration for those who do not see things as 
we see them. 

Unfortunate is the man who lives for himself and in 
himself only, who forgets or fails to avail himself of the 
sunshine that radiates froma million friendships and who 
gropes his way to the end, “unknelled, uncoffined and un- 
sung.” To my mind the most pitiful of all human beings is 
the man who has devoted all his life and talents to mere 
money getting, who gathers and hoards the golden eagles 
only to rejoice in the possession, who lives apart from his 
fellow man and who refuses to participate in these seasons 
of fellowship and good feeling. I regard it as a. blessed 
privilege to be here to-day, to mingle for a season with. this 
splendid body of representative men, to look out over this 
great body of water whose waves lave the rocky shores of 
these eastern states, while with her sister on the west the

breezes are whispering to the tide as it goes out beneath the 
setting sun. I predict a glorious future for the three asso- 
ciations and consequently much good to all the members of 
each, 

President Wright: The next subject on the prograin is, 
“What Is the Best Method of Introducing New Goods to the 
Trade?” We will hear from Mr. E. B. Pike of the Pike 
Manufacturing Co. 

Mr. Pike said: I did not suppose this discussion was to 
be taken up to-day. Our elegant and handsome secretary told 
me that I could only talk five minutes. It makes me feéi dis- 
couraged over the thing to think of attempting to tell all I 
know about it im five minutes. In the early hours of. this 
morning I thought I had solved the scheme for the best way 
for the manufacturers to introduce their new goods and it 
occurred to me that I would please them with that idea and 
get their hearty approval and the everlasting thanks of the 
manufacturers if my suggestions were adopted. I don’t want 
to get myself into the sort of a condition that one of our 
prominent jobbers got into. He said that when he was mar- 
ried he told his wife of the places they were going to on their 
wedding trip. He told her about the attractions he had seen 
in his travels. He told her about one hotel, of the good 


. things they had to eat, and he says when we get there we 


don’t want to forget the good honey they have there. They 
called at this hotel, but they failed to serve’the honey. The 
gentleman inquired of the waitress, “Where is my honey?” 
The waitress said, “She is not here now.” I don’t suppose 
there is any such mix-up here. 

Well, I have thought of giving a little of my own per- 
sonal experience—pardon if I do so— in introducing the best 
method of introducing new goods. I find to-day that I don’t 
think I know so much about it as I did forty years ago, and 
I think Mr. Bush in his remarks has given us a good many 
points that can be used in introducing not only new goods 


‘ but old goods. I think the idea of having the label on the 


goods that we manufacture, describing in the first place what 
the goods are, what they are for and how to use them is a 
good idea. After many years of labeling goods “The best in 
the world,” and all that sort of thing, it has, occurred to us 
the last two years that .we had had very little success in that 
way of describing goods. We are putting on our goods to-day 
briefly what the goods are for and how to use them, so that 
they will be plain for the salesman as well as the buyer. We 
have found it necessary to advertise our goods to sell them. 
We have also found it necessary to sell our goods to adver- 
tise them. We understand perfectly and I think every manu- 
facturer here believes that the wholesaler is the natural dis- 
tributor of the manufactured goods and we wish that they 
would distribute our new goods for us, but our experience 
has been that Mr. Wholesaler will not distribute the goods 
generally until there is a demand created for them—that he 
leaves it to the manufacturer to create the demand and we 
have found another suggestion of Brother Bush that men of 
experience, men from the factory sent out to the-retailer to 
tell the retailer’s clerks and the retailer himself what the 
goods are and to explain how they are made. We are send- 
ing out to-day ourselves men to the consumer in introducing 
wheels and oil stones at a cost of three or four times the 
profit, and sometimes a report of the month’s sales is a hun- 
dred and forty per cent for selling the goods—for the sales- 
man going from factory to facotry and from user to user and 
taking the salesman and the retail dealer with him and edu- 
cating them about the goods. When I was a boy of sixteen 
I started with a pair of horses into northern New Hampshire 
and Vermont:and drove up into Canada, clear up to Montreal, 
in fact, and sold scythe stones from the old-fashioned sleigh 
to the retail dealer and we got from that retail dealer seventy- 
five cents to a dollar and a half a dozen for what we sold 
to the jobber at from three dollars to six dollars a gross, 
leaving a good, handsome.margin of profit between our price 
to retail dealer and to the jobber. When I was a salesman 
for the Enterprise Manufacturing Co., thirty-six years ago, 
I started out and took the bungs. out of molasses barrels to 
show how well the bungs measured. I took coffee mills and 
put them into the grocery stores; put coffee in them and 








ground it up and explained to the groceryman what a good 
thing it would be to grind the coffee fresh. 

Now, gentlemen, the new method I would suggest would 
be that perhaps the manufacturers would do better to go 
directly to the wholesaler and let the wholesaler stock his new 
goods. Every wholesaler, every member of the hardware 
association, Kii6ws that every member of the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association is absolutely reliable. He 
knows that the goods that he buys from him are all right. 
Now, if he will only buy from members of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association he is all right. In 
that way he will avoid the manufacturers sending out a rep- 
resentative to this retail trade and to the consuming trade. 
He will have all the profit and the manufacturer will gladly 
furnish him small cuts or larger cuts, This is the suggestion 
that I make, that the new method be that the wholesale deal- 
ers introduce the new lines of the manufacturers. 

President Wright: The intention was to continue the 
discussion as ‘to the best method of introducing new goods, 
but I notice it is after 1 o’clock. 

Mr. Hayden: Suppose we adjourn now and some other 
time be arranged for further discussion. 

President Wright: I think it could be continued on 
Thursday afternoon. 

Mr. Hayden: I think it is an important matter and 
should be discussed. I think it would be wise to continue the 
discussion on Thursday afternoon. I would make that as a 
motion, Mr. Chairman, that we continue the discussion at 
4 o'clock on Thursday afternoon. 

The motion was seconded and carried. 

Thereupon the meeting adjourned to go into executive 
session at 2:30 p. m. 


EXECUTIVE SESSION, WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, OCT. 17. 


The association was called to order by President Wright 
at 2:30 p. m. 

The first in order was the calling of the roll. 

The roll call showed over a hundred and fifty delegates in 
attendance and Secretary Fernley announced that several dele- 
gates were now en route to the convention. Reports of com- 
mitteés followed, commencing with the report of the execu- 
tive committee. The discussion of the report of the executive 
committee consumed most of the time of the executive ses- 
sion. Matters of vital interest to the affairs of the associa- 
tion were discussed at length. 

At the clase of the discussion on the report of the execu- 
tive committee the metal committee made its report. 

President Wright stated that it was the custom at the 
first executive session to appoint a nomination committee.

The meeting was called to order at 11 a. m. and reports 
of committees were presented. 
REPORT OF MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE. 


To the National Hardware Association of the United States: 

Gentlemen—The- membership committee respectfully pre- 
sent to this, the twelfth annual convention, its report showing 
the result of the work it has.performed during the past year.

PRESS COM MITTEE. 


The duties of the press committee have not been par- 
ticularly arduous during the present fiscal year; at least the 
chairman of this committee has not been compelled to burn 
much midnight oil to keep up his portion of the work. In 
fact, he has not had a communication from any member of 
the committee or from any member of any committee on the 
National Hardware Association on any subject or from any 
member of the advisory board of the association, with the ex- 
ception of the two letters from our worthy president, who is 
always right. He has not received a communication of any 
kind or character save the numerous, voluble and always 
interesting letters from our handsome and faithful secretary. 
The contents of the two letters from our president and the 
many from the secretary-treasurer have not been of a char- 
acter intended for the publicepress. We think the press is a 
power, sometimes for good. We believe that there is no way 
that public sentiment can be formed so quickly, thoroughly 
and effectively as through the daily and weekly newspaper 
press. Our association is large and powerful, has a member- 
ship of something like two hundred and we sometimes try to 
form and influence legislation, both local and national. We 
believe that forming or attempting to form public sentiment 
through our association is advisable, and that the future press 
committee should be requested to work along this line. 

The National Hardware Association should have opinion 
on all national legislation of a commercial and economic char- 
acter, and this opinion should be expressed through your press 
committee in the trade magazines and newspapers. Action 
should have been taken on the pure food bill, railroad rate 
law, anti-monopoly bill, postal parcel extension and the gov- 
ernment ownership. There is probably no association of two 
hundred members more directly interested than ours in the 
tariff question, which is being agitated and may soon again be 
a vital political issue. Yet the chairman of your press com- 
mittee does not know the views of the association on this 
purely economic question that never should have been a po- 
litical question at all. The people have a right to know our 
views on those and other questions that are so important to 
their interests. These views should be known to the press 
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committee and through them made public and thus, with that 
influence we possess, used for our own good, which should 
also and always be for the best welfare of the people of this 
great and prosperous country.

CHAMPION HOT WATER BOILERS.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


Continued activity prevails in all hardware lines, and 
in point of demand the season has been an exceedingly 
good one. In point of supply, however, conditions 
have been most unsatisfactory. Reduced and broken 
country stocks are the rule rather than the exception 
and the steady strong request for all staples has prac- 
tically exhausted the country’s supply. At the factories 
the same condition of exhausted and depleted stocks 
prevails to an unusual extent and the clamor for cer- 
tain sizes and classes has put the jobber in a more un- 
comfortable position. Manufacturers, even the or- 
dinarily prompt ones, are much behind their orders and 
their periods of delivery have extended into most ag- 
gravating lengths. This feature of the hardware trade 
is at present so noticeable as to have called for special 
consideration in the annual address of President 
Wright before the annual convention at the National 
Hardware Association during the week at Atlantic 
City. This very serious drawback right in the midst 
of a phenomenally prosperous season will naturally re- 
duce the volume of the country’s hardware business for 
the year to a considerable extent, though the total will 
be very great notwithstanding. 

The week has shown a marked activity in stove pipe, 
elbows, stove boards and stove utensils as a result of 
the recent general fall in temperature. Prices show 
few material changes, and collections are excellent.

COPPER ADVANCES SHARPLY. 


The phenomenal demand for copper for consump- 
tion, together with.a present strong speculative move- 
ment, pushed copper up to the £100 point in the Lon- 
don market during the week, though the high re- 
corded market for the week is quoted at £99.17. 

There appears to be no top to the refined copper 
market. Producers, dealers and speculative interests 
are securing almost any price which they choose to 
ask for spot and prompt deliveries and even far-dis- 
tant shipments. are commanding almost unprecedented 
high prices on all grades. The great scarcity of avyail- 
able supplies has created consternation among both 
domestic and European consumers who are now will- 
ing to pay enormous premiums for the metal of which 
they are in such urgent need, and it is this difficulty 
in obtaining the required metal which alone is pre- 
venting transactions of magnitude in the local and 
foreign markets. 

Small lots of electrolytic were picked up during the 
week by domestic melters for October delivery at 
22Y¥%2c and for November and December deliveries at 
22%4c and 22%c, while very diminutive spot tonnages 
brought 23c. Lake in small lots also sold at 22%c for 
deliveries throughout the remainder of this year, and 
22c for far-distant deliveries, while casting grades 
were offered at 21c for forward shipment and 2134c 
for nearby deliveries.

The pig iron market has reached a point where 
prices are made by the melter and the urgency of his 
requirements, . 

The recent storms in the South did much damage 
in the Birmingham district. From North Birming- 
ham it is reported that the floods washed. away the 
main line tracks with cars loaded for shipment, and it 
was estimated that a week’s output was lost. 

The Sloss-Sheffield Company report that their prices 
made on October 4 last for the first quarter of 1907, 
viz., $16.75 for No. 1, $16 for No. 2, $15.25 for No. 3 
and $14.25 for gray forge were all withdrawn by wire 
late last week, the telegram reading: “All prices 
withdrawn for any shipment prior to April, 1907.” 

In the Chicago market all pig irons were forced up 
another 50 cents a ton during the week, Ohio soften- 
ers alone remaining unchanged. The situation is re- 
duced to a fight for iron that is increasing in intensity 
constantly.

Rogers, Brown & Co. will say in their weekly report: 
Conditions during the past few weeks are unchanged, except 
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for being emphasized. Spot iron in all districts is a scarce 
article and what little is available brings fancy prices. The 
increase in production during September, which marked a 
turn upward from the decline in pig iron manufacture 
which has been proceeding since March, has had little effect, 
production being still much below the normal of what it 
should be under existing conditions. The demand for all 
grades continues brisk and a number of furnaces, on ac- 
count of the sold-up condition of their order books, are out 
of the market for the first quarter in order to be on the 
safe side and discount any reduction in output as estimated. 
Movement of raw material and finished product by the 
railroads continues exasperatingly slow and there is much 
inconvenience in consequence. 

Coke is as active as pig iron and an excellent business 
has been transacted during the week. Foundry business 
for first half and all of 1907 is being freely placed at ruling 
figures, 





Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: “Worse and more of it” was the way one of the heavy 
melters of pig iron summarized the situation to-day. By this 
he meant that during the week strenuous conditions in the 
iron trade have been intensified. There has been heavy buying 
for the first six months of next year, and there has been an 
increased demand for iron, either for spot shipment or ship- 
ment over October, November and December. Most of these 
latter inquiries have been fruitless. The 1906 iron that has 
been sold has brought all kinds of premiums from a dollar 
to two dollars and a half, the latter price being paid for a 
particularly good iron which was guaranteed to be delivered 
within twenty-four hours. 

Prices for this year are too irregular to be quoted. For 
next year $20 is the ruling price for No. 2 Northern and $16 
for No. 2 Southern, and the market has an upward tendency. 
Sales have been large. Apparently most of the basic that can 
be made for a long time to come has been bought. Malleable, 
too, has been taken in large blocks. Foundry iron has been 
active. In fact, everything that bears the name of iron has 
found a ready sale. 

Coke sales have been excellent. There is more than the 
usual trouble in getting enough cars in which to move coke, 
and the ovens in all districts are distressed on this account. 
In coke the situation is just about as in pig iron. 

The Southern furnaces have been favored for ten days 
now with fine, clear weather, and things in that section are 
getting into something like normal shape, except that there is 
a chronic lack of labor and railroad cars. A valued corre- 
spondent in Alabama writes us: 

“For several days now we have been short of empties at 
our plants for loading pig iron. This, of course, demoralizes 
our loading forces. It looks to me like we are going to have 
continual trouble of one kind or another all the winter 
through. The present high price of cotton is causing a rush 
of that staple to the markets, and you know how the rail- 
roads do us when it comes to moving cotton crop. They 
simply let the iron lie in the yard because it will keep, and 
the cotton, they consider, has to move in preference to any- 
thing else. I simply mention these troubles, along with others, 
so that our trade may know the actual situation.”
